Remains at a 
Record High 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The cost 


of living remained unchanged dur. 
ing April at its record March lev- 
el,- the Labor Department said to- 
day. 


The consumer price index re- 


mained at 106.2 per cent of the 
average for 1957-59. This was one 
per cent above the level of April, 
1962. 


The figure means it costs $10.62 


now to buy what $10 would buy a 
year ago in the average family's 
budget. 


Ewan Clague,, director of the bu- 


reau of Labor Statistics, said that 
a reduction prices for food and 
gasoline during April was 
offset 


by price increases for housing, 
used cars, newspapers and cloth- 
ing. 


Prices for meat, poultry and 


fish dropped 2.4 per cent during 
April to the lowest level since 
1957. 


Clague said this was mainly due 


to a dip in prices for beef and 
pork.. Both went down 3.5 per 
cent. 


So far, Clague said, there has 


been no major effect on the con- 
sumer price index from the soar- 
ing price "of sugar. He said this 
price rise probably would have a 
gradual effect over a period of 
months.

Judge Refuses

der city schools desegregated, 
but he warned that a state pupil 
placement law must be applied 
without discrimination, 


U.S. District Judge Scybourn H. 


Lynne denied a requested injunc- 
tion against school segregation. Ho 
ruled that Negro complainants in 
a 1900 suit had not exhausted rem- 
edies afforded by the 1956 statute 
which gives school boards wide 
authority in assigning pupils. 


Hinging his decision on the law's 


validity, Lynne said if the state 
is unconstitutional applied 
then 


he would be "compelled to order 
the submission of a desegregation 
plan." 


Despite clear evidence of a seg- 


regated school system, Lynne said 
Supt. Theo R. Wright and board 
members had assured him they 
stood ready to comply with the 
law. 


"This court will not sanction 


discrimination, by them in the 
name of the placement law, but 
it is unwilling to grant injunctive 
relief until their good faith has 
been tested," Lynne held.

Sees Danger 
of Control 
of Schools 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A. W. 


Ford, Arkansas commissioner of 
education, said today provisions of 
President Kennedy's omnibus $5.3 
billion education bill could event- 
ually result in federal control of 
local schools. 


However, James E. Allen, Jr., 


New York state commissioner of 
education, testified that he be- 
lieved the administration measure 
"to be good and necessary legis- 
lation." 


Ford said he would agree that 


it is "logical that the federal gov- 
ernment should assist in meeting 
the financial responsibilities in- 
herent ni providing adequate pub- 
lic schools for the children of the 
nation." 


It also is true, he said, "that 


the need for improving elementary 
and secondary education is urgent, 
and that it should not be long de- 
layed." 


But,, he said, the Kennedy bill 


adopts the categorical approach of 
helping schools in specific situa- 
tions, and this is bound to destroy 
the principle of local control of 
education. 


Ford said he would favor a bill 


introduced by Sen. J. W. Fulbright 
D-Ark., under which the federal 
aid would lose its identity upon 
reaching the states and the funds 
could be used to supplement local 
and state monies.

Senators Call 
for Test Ban 
Offer to Reds

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sens. 


Thomas J. Dodd, D-Conn., and 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn.; 
teamed up in a surprise move to- 
day in suggesting the 
United 


States offer the Soviet Union an 
agreement to ban atmospheric 
and underwater nuclear tests. 


The two Democrats, who differ 


sharply over the adequacy of Ken- 
nedy administration proposals for 
a comprehensive treaty banning 
all nuclear weapons testing, found 
common ground on a first-step 
proposal. 


They proposed a resolution ask- 


ing Washington to offer Moscow 
an agreement to halt tests that 
"contaminate the atmosphere or 
the oceans." Twenty-two other 
Democrats and six Republican 
senators 
signed 
the resolution 


with them for introduction iu the 
Senate. 


Humphrey and Dodd empha- 


sized the resolution would impose 
no restrictions on underground 
testing or on testing in outer 
space which would not contami- 
nate the atmosphere. 


Dodd, in a speech prepared for 


Senate delivery, paid high tribute 
to Humphrey, assistant Senate 
Democratic leader, as "a cham- 
pion of peace and disarmament." 
He called the Minnesota.!! "the 
logical candidate" for (lie next 
Nobel Peace Prize. 


The resolution stipulates thai if 


.the Soviet Union refuses to sign 
the first-step 
agreement,, "we 


commit 
ourselves 
before 
the 


world to .conduct no nuclear tests 
in the atmosphere or underwater 
so long as the Soviet Union ab- 
stains from them." 


But it specifies that in commit- 


ting the United States to such a 
moratorium 
this 
government 


should bear in mind the Soviet 
record of "deceit and bad faith" 
and maintain its testing facilities 
in a state of constant readiness 
so it will not be caught napping

Wallace, whose slogan is "seg- 


regation forever," opposes a low- 
er federal court order to admit 
two Negroes to the University of 
Alabama and says he himself will 
keep them out. 


The kind of argument Wallace 


makes against the 14th Amend- 
ment—and it has been made by 
others — is that it was illegally 
adopted during the hectic recon- 
struction days after the Civil War. 


This kind of argument never got 


to first base before and it won't 
now. 


The Justice Department's single 


paragraph brushoff was actually 
a footnote in a- brief filed with 
the court in answer to another re- 
quest by Wallace to have a law, 
growing out of the 14th Amend- 
ment, also knocked out. 


The department said: 
"The challenge to the validity 


of the 14th Amendment presents 
nothing of substance. The vitality 
of the amendment is sufficiently 
attested by the hundreds of cases 
decided under it for the greater 
part of a century." 


This is the reasoning behind 


that: 


In more than a thousand cases 


the court has given decisions in- 
volving due process or equal pro- 
tection under the 14th Amend- 
ment. Thus, by sing the amend- 
ment, the court long ago validat- 
ed it. 


Further, the Supreme Court has 


held that: 


Once an amendment has. been 


officially! certified as the 14th 
was—for instance,: when Congress 
agrees an amendment was ap- 
proved by the necessary number 
of states and the secretary of 
state certifies that it was—that 
ends it. 


In'this case on July 217 1868, 


Congress passed a concurrent res- 
olution tb.at -"three, fourths- and 
more" of the states had ratified 
the 14th Amendment and that it

mingham May 11, Kennedy sent 
troops into the state after the riot- 
ing ended. He didn't send them 
into Birmingham but to military 
bases not far away. As President 
he can move troops around. 


But if the rioting began again 


he could send them into Birming- 
ham under an old federal law— 
Article 10,: Section 333 of the U.S. 
Code—which says: 


A President can send troops into 


a state to keep peace if state or 
local officials fail or refuse to 
do so. 


Kennedy could use this same 


law to send troops to the Univer- 
sity of Alabama in June if rioting 
broke out there or to back up the 
court order to admit the two Ne- 
gro students if Wallace defied the 
order and tried to keep them put 


But — the point is this: Up to 


now Kennedy hasn't had to use 
Article 10, Section 333 in Alabama. 


Nevertheless Wallace is asking 


the Supreme Court to declare Ar- 
ticle 10, Section 333 unconstitution- 


to declare unconstitutional a pres- 
idential action which hasn't yet 
been taken. 


But Wallace didn't stop there. 


He is also asking the Suprernel 
Court to declare unconstitutional 
the Constitution's 14th Amendment
